To  assist  shippers  of  electrical  merchandise  in  the  preparation  of 
their  Sh^per's  Export  Declarations,  the  Electrical  Equipment 
Divkion  of  the-  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Comm^ce  has 
pr(^ared  the  ^isuing  glossary  of  electrical  terms,  showing,  m  what 
dass  of  Hae^  s<^edule  of  exports  the  various  artides  should  properly 
appear.  Th»  new  dassxBcationS'  for  electrical  merchandjise  are  fisted 
in  the  bulletin  entitled  "Statistical  Classification  of  Domestic  Com- 
modities Exported  from  the  United  States,"  effective  January  1,  1926. 

In  addition,  the  glossary  contains  a  second  set  of  listings  by  classes, 
showing  the  various  numbered  classifications  and  exactly  what  ma- 
terial is-  contained  in  each. 

The  primaiy  object  of  this  work  is  to  assist  the  American  electrical 
mduotry  in  correctly  indicating  eLectrical  materials  on  the  custom- 
house declaration  forms  that  the  export  statistics  compiled  bgr  the 
Depavtmeniof  Commerce  fr(un  these  dedarations  will  reflect  thettrue 
extent  and  kind  of  goods  sported.  The  use  already  nutde  of  this 
glossary  has  had  a  marked  effect  in  reducing  the  miscellaneous 
export  classification  "  Electrical  goods,  n.  e.  s.  (not  elsewhere  speci- 
fied)," and  if  shippers  will  continue  to  follow  carefully  the  terms  and 
instructions  shown  herein  the  accuracy  of  the  figures  di^>wio£  the 
eixpoTta  €i  ihw  particular  product  will  be  insured.

insure  that  our  exports  will  be  classified  exactly  as  desired  by  man- 
ufacturers and  in  a  uniform  manner. 

When  complete  machines  or  equipment  units  are  so  large  that  they 
are  sent  out  in  more  than  one  shipment,  the  Shipper's  Export  Declara- 
tion for  all  shipments  except  the  tasi  should  show  only  the  value  of  the 
portion  of  the  macMnery  or  units  actually  exported  at  the  time,  and 
the  quantity  column  shkOtdd  be  left  blank.  A  statement  as  foUows 
should  be  made  OA  6fU^  of  ^Sbem  dtfdartttibiuf,  afller  itte  deoeriptiioii 
of  the  shipment: 


"This  declaration  covers  assembly  parts  for  complete  apparatus 
for  which  declaration (s)  was  (were)  made  on  (dates).  Unit  numbers 
will  be  recorded  on  the  final  declaration." 

Unit  numbers  will  be  recorded  on  the  jvMH  declaration  and  on  it 
only.  On  the  final  dedaration  the  number  of  machines  or  units 
must  be  put  in  the  quantity  column,  and  a  statement  as  follows  should 
be  made  after  the  description  of  the  shipment:

This  is  the  dedara- 
tion for  the  final  shipment."
